no the Trees Get From the Stump 


to the Saw Mills. 


— — 


One of the interesting sights of the 
trip to Tahoe is the logging opera- 
tions of the Truckee Lumber Compa- 
ny. Like almost all other heavy op- 
erators, they have made experiments 
in the effort to reduce the expense. 
Keeping teams of six and eight yoke 
of oxen that have to be fed hay and 
grain, in mountaioous districts, are 
enormously expensive, and any plan 
that eould be invented to reduce that 
item would materially lighten the byr- 
dens of the lambermen. The timber 
between Truckee and Tahoe is so scat- 
tered and the country so broken thatany 
connected system of railroad or tram- 
way would be impossible. The different 
patches of timber are gathered together 
in the Truckee river and floated down 
to the immense double mill at Truckee 
but no one body is large enough to 
justify a great outlay. The peculiar 
necessity of the case has led to its 
own peculiar remedy, and a system of 
logging has originated here that is 
not known elsewhere. The logs,after 
being cut on the steep’ hill-sides, that 
form the Truckee canyon, are snaked 
to the end of a chute made of two logs 
laid parallel and hollowed out to torm 
a rude trough. Down this chute they 
gotothe river. If it lies on very 
steep ground, they run down them- 
selves but if it lies more level they 
are dragged down by horses. Scme of 
them are steep and level in places, so 
that the logs run part of the way, and 
in others have to be pulled. These 
are the most dangerous kind, and 
horses are sometimes killed by the 
chains getting caught fast in the logs. 
When they start at a rapid rate down 
a steep pitch, sometimes a train of 
logs overtakes a lot ahead of them 
with horses attached, and the result is 
agrand confusion. The horses work 
in gangs of three or four, and are 
hitched tandem by a chain gearing. 
A large hook is pressed vgainst the 
rear end of the back log and when it 
does not get fast the logs run right 
away where they like and no harm is 


done, but if the hook gets fast, the 


horses feet are jerked out from under 
them whenever the logs get on 4 
heavy grade. The longest chute is 
three miles and is not steep enough to 
run itself, much of the way. There 
are about 30 chutes on the river, sev- 
eral of them so steep that the logs fly 
down them at a furious speed. Mr. 
Brickell says that be timed a log one 
day, and it ran half a mile in five 
seconds. This is at the almost incred- 
ible speed of 
SIX MILES A MINUTE. 

Tlie logs are barked in the woods, 
and when they are turned into the 
head of a steep chute, they bound 
away like cannon balls. If the ground 
is a little irregular, they often make 
great leaps into the air, and sometimes 
strike outside the trough and roll over 
and over down the mountain side un- 
til they strike some obstruction. As 
they go whistling down towards the 
river the friction creates an in- 
tense heat, and a cloud of smoke 
streams out behind, and men are 
kept constantly on the lookout for 
fire. When they strike the water a 
great sheet of spray shoots fifty or 
sixty feet into the air and falls back 
with a splash. If they happen to 
strike a log lying in the river at the 
mouth of the schute they often leap 
into the air and shoot clear across the 
river. Not long ago a big fir log, 
five feet thick,rebounded from a log 
with such toree that it struck on the 
opposite bank and dug a great hole, 
and turned end over end half a dozen 
times as lightly as if it had been a 
led pencil thrown from a boy’s hand,

schutes cost about one dollar a foot 
to build them and they last about 
three years. They are sometimes 
torn up, beginning at the top and 
shot down to the river, but they are 
built, as no nails or fastening is used.

The first chute built 
on the Truckee was in 1869 by Brick- 
eli and Geisendofer. It was made of 
five logs. three laid on the bottom and 
two on top. The logs had too much 
play, however, and wobbled out, so 
that the cheaper and simpler way was 
adopted. It is said that Bragg and 
Folsom had a chute two miles long in 
the mountains west ot Washoe Lake in 
1864. Several are now in use in Penn- 
sylvania, bu’ the idea was imported 
from Nevada. 


The Best Country. 

A neat pamphlet comes through the 
mail giving a history of the Eureka 
District. The title page says: The 
camp contains two mines that have 
alone paid more in dividends than all 
the mines of Colorado combined.” The 
writer says the district is com parative- 
ly unknown to the investment public, 
and he desires to spread information. 
The balance sheet shows $7,272.585 
paid by the Eureka and Richmond, 
and 86,794,373 by all the Colorado 
mines, a balance of $478,212 in favor 
of Eureka. As compared with Utah 
mines, the two are $3,440,585 ahead, 
and of Arizona $5,507,585. They 
lead Dakota, $5,947,585. The two 
mines have paid nearly a million dol- 
lars more than all the mines of Utah, 
Arizona and Dakota combined. The 
book is neatly illustrated and is a very 
creditable piece of work. It came 
from the Ruby Hill Mining News 
Office. The figures show so plainly, 
that very little comment is necessary. 
Men who have millions in mines, and 
who have been all over the Black Hills 
and seen everything in Utah, Colorado 
and Arizona, not long since tolda 
GAZETTE reporter that Eastern Nevada 
was the best mining country in Amer- 
ica; that is was the most heavily min- 
eralized, and had the best ledges of 
any district yet discovered. They 
say that the country is not half pros- 
pected and that they have every faith 
of a grand future. One or these gen- 
tlemen was J. C. Gilmer, the stage 
man, who is a good judge of such mat- 
ters.
